succeed John Pandolfi as the music director of the Marion 
Concert Band. Mr. Monte had been a member of the band's 
trumpet section since 1974 as well as a public school music 
teacher and freelance trumpet player. 

Starting in 1987, Mr. Monte instituted some changes in 
an effort to improve the quality of the band. The night of the 
concerts was changed from Friday to Monday. The reason for 
this was the availability of musicians. Many of the better players 
in the area were not available to play with the band on Friday 
nights. At the same time, other neighboring towns had their 
concerts on Tuesday (Taunton), Wednesday (Mattapoisett) and 
Thursday (Falmouth) nights. That left only Monday. Since 
making the change, many fine players have joined the band and 
the level of musicianship continues to rise. 

Another change that came in 1987 involved the concert

programming. Instead of a general mix of music at every 
concert, programs were built around central themes (Broadway 
show tunes, patriotic music, movie & TV themes, Latin- Ameri- 
can music, nautical music, music from around the world, a 
young people's concert and a Boston Pops style concert). This 
thematic programming has been popular with the audience and 
continues to this day. A few years later, the time of the concerts 
was changed from 8:00 to 7:30 pm to help attract younger 
listeners. 

In 1993, the band was saddened by the passing of 
Homer B. Robinson. Mr. Robinson was the town's clerk- 
postmaster for 34 years and had joined the band in 1934 playing 
alto saxophone. Although inactive as a player for many years, he 
served as the band's treasurer from 1934 until the time of his 
death. He was succeeded as treasurer by James C. Hebard. Mr. 
Hebard was a clarinet player in the band and has been the 
band's strongest supporter since the mid-80' s. His help and 
guidance have helped the Marion Concert Band grow and 
flourish over the years. 

In 1994, the band began holding its rehearsals in the 
newly-renovated Marion Music Hall. It was a case of the band 
returning "home" after a long absence. Also that year, the band 
resumed playing for the town's Independence Day celebration 
at Silvershell Beach. It had been many years since the band had 
played at the beach. Beginning in 1999, a professional sound 
company has amplified the band at the beach so the music can 
be heard on both sides of Sippican Harbor. 

The Marion Concert Band has grown in leaps and 
bounds since the late 1980's. As the level of musicianship has 
risen, more fine players have joined the group, often traveling 
great distances to play every Monday night. The band today 
(2002) is mostly made up of professional musicians, with some

been the Director of the Center for Policy Analysis since 
1993, and during this time he and his staff have com- 
pleted approximately 100 projects such as the one being 
discussed this evening. Half of such projects have been for 
municipal governments, including, but not limited to, Fall 
River, Acushnet, and Marion. These governments have 
implemented many of the suggestions that his center has 
made. 

The first step to begin the project with 
Mattapoisett would be to sign a contract with the center. 
The fee for the project is $10,000. Next, Dr. Barrows would 
begin interviewing each Selectman and discuss various 
items such as the challenges they feel the town faces. Dr. 
Barrows would continue his research by interviewing 
department heads, both elected and appointed. 

Once such interviews were completed, the center 
would utilize three sources of information to make their 
recommendations: they would use the information 
obtained via the interviews; utilize comparisons with peer 
communities, using criteria such as size, population, 
growth, wealth, geographic proximity, as well as Depart- 
ment of Revenue guidelines; and lastly, he would refer to 
their own professional expertise for recommendations to 
improve town management. 

Dr. Barrows clarified that the goal of this project is 
not to cut budgets or eliminate positions, rather to deliver 
current services better and more effectively to residents. 
He expected that the project would take 3 to 4 months to 
complete. 

Selectman Andrews said he believes it is more 
effective to have an objective person make recommenda- 
tions such as these. Selectman Denham agreed, adding 
that Town Meeting would determine if any of the recom- 
mendations were implemented, so that ultimately the 
residents make the final decisions. 

The board unanimously voted to execute a

contract with the Center for Policy Analysis. The project is 
to begin immediately. 

The board then met with Len Gonsalves, Execu- 
tive Director for the Buzzards Bay Action Committee 
(BBAC), who has concerns with regards to the protection 
of the integrity of the estuaries that are within Buzzards 
Bay. He regularly speaks with communities who are part 
of Buzzards Bay. 

The first issue Mr. Gonsalves was present to 
discuss, was a serious concern with nitrates and phos- 
phates finding their way into the bay. The nitrates are 
often a result of overfertilized lawns whereupon storm 
water runoff takes the nitrates eventually into the bay. 
They have a devastating effect on aquatic life. Mr. 
Gonsalves distributed brochures that address lawn care 
issues and way to protect the bay and drinking water. 
These brochures are available at the Town Hall. 

Mr. Gonsalves also wished to remind boaters that 
bilge socks are available at no charge at the 
Harbormaster's Office. These socks absorb oil from the 
engine of a boat, approximately one-and-a-half quarts, 
therefore preventing the oil from leaking into the water. 

Lastly, he informed the board that the BBAC has 
retained an intern for the summer who will assist in beach 
water testing on a regular basis this summer. 

After being thanked by the board, Mr. Gonsalves 
said he wishes to help educate and preserve communities 
with the BBAC.

Resident Barbara Belanger was next on the 
agenda to express her concern with the number of 
windsurfers at Ned's Point. Resident windsurfer Gary 
Cushman was present as well. She described an incident 
last summer whereupon a windsurfer was carrying his 
gear and accidentally knocked into her and an elderly 
person sitting on the beach. The issue she feels is that 
there simply is not enough space on the small sandy 
beach for boarders and for swimmers. She believes that 
"courtesy and common sense" would easily remedy the 
situation, thereby allowing everyone to share the beach. 

Ms. Belanger recommended signs which included 
restricted parking on the grass near the entrance of the 
sandy beach as well restricting the placement of boards on 
the sandy beach. 

Selectman Denham agreed that cars should not 
park on the grass, and also agreed that it is inappropriate 
for boards to be on the small beach area. However, he 
acknowledged that there have been attempts in the past to 
regulate the area.

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not a terrific swimming beach because of its size. But he 
was not in favor of spending town money to improve it, 
especially since the town has three other swimming 
beaches: Mattapoisett Town Beach, Hillers Beach, and 
Shining Tides Beach, off Reservation Road.

put this plant behind me, I will be 70 before I see the last 
truck go by. It's highly detrimental to our neighborhood. 
As far as we can see, Rochester residents are not going to 
benefit by this one bit. I don't think you're going to get 
that much money from this. I really can't see where this 
kind of project is going to benefit (the Town of Roches- 
ter)." 

While the Selectmen understood their concern, 
Chairman Parker noted that it was in the hands of the 
Planning Board to determine the plant's fate.

merit for contractors not on an exemption list, but if 
invoices remain unpaid after 30 days they will be assessed 
a $25 late charge, will be placed on the "pre-paid" list, and 
will be prohibited from obtaining detail officers until 
arrears are paid.

required this as a part of the closing. It's contingent upon 
the grant from the state/ 7 

Ms. Farinon said the Division of Fisheries and 
Wildlife will retain a CR on some of the parcels, the 
Rochester Land Trust will also retain a CR on some 
parcels, and the Marion Water Department will hold a CR 
on the parcel in which their well in located. 

Selectman Nunes questioned the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife's claim to holding Conservation 
Restrictions and how many could be held on a single 
parcel. 

"You can have many Conservation Restrictions on 
a single piece of property/ 7 she said, "but it requires a 
two-thirds vote of the legislature to take them out." 

Selectman Nunes was reluctant to sign off on the 
CRs without having read the agreement and also felt like 
he needed more detailed information on the restrictions 
and how they affected Rochester's water rights. "We're 
sitting on so much water, and we're not getting anything 
out of it," he said. "I don't want to see us deed away any 
more of our water rights." 

Noting the town could risk losing a state grant if 
they didn't close by Wednesday and that Town Counsel 
had reviewed and approved the agreement, the board 
agreed to unanimously sign and approve the Conserva- 
tion Restrictions as submitted by Ms. Farinon. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with Justin Shay and 
several abutting neighbors regarding speeding problems 
on Stuart Road. Mr. Shay said he wanted to bring the 
town's attention to a "dangerous" situation along Stuart 
Road: "The reason I'm here tonight is residents' health 
and welfare are at risk. We had a kid hit on a bike last 
week ... (and) I think it's a wake-up call." 

Apparently, Stuart Road is a popular "short cut" 
option to get across town, and neighbors have noted 
vehicles and trucks traveling at excessive speeds past

their homes. 

"We've been there six years, we don't have any 
small children, but if we had we probably wouldn't have 
stayed long," said John Hopkins. "I think the police have 
been up there once with the radar. There's a lot of trucks 
speeding, too. I understand if it's in the public interest, 
towns can make streets (dead ends)." 

"My son was hit, thankfully he wasn't seriously 
injured," added Carol Clark. "My feeling is the person 
was cutting through. Maybe if there was some deterence, 
there wouldn't be as many people speeding through (the 
area). Kids on bikes should have the right of way. This 
neighborhood has been cut through for many, many 
years. I don't think we're asking a lot — maybe some stop 
signs or speed bumps." 

But other residents questioned the solution of 
making the street a "dead end." 

"If you block off Stuart or Randall Road, if one of 
you have a fire or an emergency, you're going to lose your 
home," said Tom Gayoski, who lives on Burgess Avenue. 
"To put speed bumps on a public way, you're going to 
have (drivers) seeking damages (from the town)." 

"These are public roads," Chairman Parker 
added. "People are paying excise taxes (to support them). 
You could petition Town Meeting to remove those roads 
as public ways ... that is an option. But you would have to 
(take over maintenance) yourselves." 

"I would be in favor of dead-ending the road if 
that's what it takes to keep the neighborhood safe,"

But resident Michael Bare felt creating a "dead 
end" would set a bad precedent for other roads on which 
vehicles speed. "Why can't you block off other roads in 
town?" he asked. "What are you going to open the whole 
town up to? Why is one (road) more special than an- 
other?" 

Chairman Parker asked Mr. Shay to contact 
Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge about the feasibility of 
blocking off one of the roads or checking into speed 
bumps on public ways. She also suggested they consider 
making the road in question a private way, if other 
deterents weren't viable. The residents said they might 
also seek to present a petition to Town Meeting at a future 
date.

WILD BABY BIRDS 

I found a baby bird on the ground. What should 
I feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their nests. 
If the bird has no feathers, try to find the nest 
and put the bird back. If the bird is mobile and 
feathered, keep dogs and cats away from the 
area and the mother bird will probably feed and 
care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird the mother bird 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby. 
That's an old wives' tale as birds have poor 
senses of smell. Allowing the mother to raise the 
young increases their chances of survival.

Minority Report. Starring Tom Cruise and Samantha Morton. 
Directed by Steven Spielberg. Running time: 145 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In the satirically detailed world of Minority Report, which 
unfolds in 2054, you can't walk into a Gap store without a hologram 

freeting you by name and complimenting you on the last item you 
ought there — perhaps you'd care for a black tank- top? Privacy is 
dead, and people visit a virtual-reality club to explore their wildest 
fantasies; one man wants to kill his boss, but knows that if he plans 
to do it for real, Washington's Pre-Crime unit will catch him before 
he carries it out. Experience seems to be dead, too. The population 
is safe from certain forms of physical aggression, but they've all 
been pre-emptively neutered, like Alex in A Clockwork Orange. 

I refer to that Stanley Kubrick classic for a reason: Minority 
Report, despite some eleventh-hour lapses and rhetorical flab, is the 
movie A.I. should have been. Steven Spielberg, adapting Kubrick's 
long-cherished project last year, missed the mark so completely 
that the result offered the best of neither director. But Minority 
Report is the real thing, more Kubrick than anything Spielberg has 
done, and more Spielberg than anything Spielberg has done in too 
many years. I hacf given up hope, fearing Spielberg to be lost in his 
warm bubble bath of homilies: His recent movies haven't been 
entertaining or even educational — they've been instructional. Well, 
Spielberg seems to have snapped out of it. He is working once again 
with his trademark effortless sense of purpose and precision. If his 
previous recent films have been tepid baths, this one is a cold 
shower — shocking and revivifying. 

Tom Cruise is John Anderton, ace "detective" for the Pre- 
Crime unit. Spielberg's and Cruise's first collaboration has not 
produced the expected smiling, cocky, full-blooded hero, but rather 
an angry, hollow, flawed man, who takes drugs to kill his torment 
over his kidnapped little boy. Anderton is thus driven to stop 
crimes before they happen, though his logic is faulty, since a boy can 
be kidnapped and tortured for years without being "seen" by Pre- 
Crime' s three precognitives, who can only see future murders. 
Cruise plays Anderton as a man who throws all his faith into the 
"perfect" Pre-Crime structure because if it is shown to be faulty, his 
work — his reason for not eating his gun — is rendered meaningless. 

Faulty it is, though. The "Pre-Cogs" — cleverly named Agatha, 
Arthur and Dashiell — "see" Anderton killing someone within 36 



hours, a man he's never met. The full weight of the Pre-Crime force 

— led by Max von Sydow as its figurehead and Colin Farrell as a 
sort of internal-affairs investigator looking for flaws in the system 

— comes down on Anderton, who flees into the city. It's there that 
Minority Report most closely resembles a previous bitter dystopian 
drama inspired, like this one, by a Philip K. Dick story: Blade Runner, 
in which Harrison Ford bumped up against a variety of colorful 
characters. Here, Anderton meets a crackpot who traffics in black- 
market eyes (Peter Stormare), a virtual-reality pimp (Rufus Riley), 
a wise old woman who accidentally started the whole Pre-Crime 
project (Lois Smith), all of whom can help him, but only so much. 

Anderton goes on the run with Agatha (Samantha Morton in 
an alternately touching and alarming performance), the most 
powerful of the Pre-Cogs, and Spielberg stages their adventures — 
a bit of business with police spiders, a beautifully timed chase 
sequence wherein Agatha's psychic abilities come in handy — with 
all his old genius for momentum and humor arising from personality 
and situation; I cannot help loving a film in which the high-tech Pre- 
Crime officers, with all the gimmickry at their fingers, are foiled by 
some children's balloons. The look of the film, by way of 
cinematographer Janusz Kaminski, is ominously blue and bleached 
and untouchable, but Spielberg packs the frame with reminders of 
humanity trudging along despite the bleakness of its surroundings 
(I particularly enjoyed the glimpse of a man lost in a virtual-reality 
daydream of being lavishly praised by his peers). Toward the end, 
Samantha Morton sells the hell out of a windy speech about how 
Anderton' s home is full of psychic residue of love for his son, but it's 
still a windy speech; and Spielberg reneges on the uncompromising 
film noir denouement the material well-nigh demands. Still, this is 
the most exciting piece of work Spielberg has delivered in ages — 
clean, supple, and emotionally engaging without being emotionally 
overbearing.

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Wood, Wind and Water

For Marion's Anne T. Converse and Carolyn M. 
"Camie" Ford, a wooden yacht race is more about endur- 
ance and perseverance than competition. That's the pre- 
vailing theme behind Wood, Wind and Water: A Story of 
the Opera House Cup Race of Nantucket, an elegantly- 
crafted and well-written compendium of photographs, 
moments and memories documenting the East Coast's first 
classic wooden yacht regatta, now in its 30th year. 

More of an "everyman's" race than other area regat- 
tas, the 16- to 26-mile Opera House Cup Race was started 
in 1973 by a Nantucket restaurant owner. 

"The race was started really ... because there was a 
group of people, one of whom was Gwen Gaillard, who 
owned the Opera House Restaurant," Ms. Converse ex- 
plained. "She started the race with a bunch of friends who 
were all sitting around the restaurant and said: 'Gee, there's 
not a wooden boat race for us.' She said: 'Well, you do the 
race and I'll hold the dinner — I'll have a party afterwards.' 
That's how it started. I really wish I was there earlier, be- 
cause I heard stories about it." 

A well-known area photographer with a lifelong pas- 
sion for pictures, Ms. Converse made her first venture to 
Nantucket in 1983 and kept finding herself drawn to the 
annual Opera House Cup event on the third Sunday in 
August. 

"I would say probably every other year I'd try to get 
over (there)," she said. "Then around the late '80s, early 
'90s I was able to get on the press boat ... I was 'accepted' 
as one of the token photographers. I would say the major- 
ity of the photographs are from the late '90s and 2000." 

Having amassed a collection of slides and photographs 
from each subsequent race over the years, Ms. Converse 
knew she had a book-in- the-making, but it wasn't until 
she joined forces with Camie Ford that the project finally 
came to fruition. 

"I had always thought it was a good idea for a book 
and nobody ever ran with it with me," Ms. Converse said. 
"Big publishers told us it was too small an idea (for a book). 
(But) we decided it was a small but enthusiastic crowd." 

Ms. Ford, whose background is in television produc- 
tion, previously worked with Ms. Converse on a video 
documentary on yacht racing in Antigua in 1999. She was 
taken with Ms. Converse's snapshots at sea and described 
their resulting coffee-table book as being "about the aes- 
thetic of classic wooden yacht racing and restoration." 

"These are people from all walks of life," Ms. Ford said. 
"They are not, as many people believe, just the very rich. 
These are people who are boat builders, some people who 
charter their boats out simply to be able to afford that 
lifestyle. That makes it a very interesting subculture to 
study." 




After picking the perfect photographs to tell the tale, 
Ms. Converse and Ms. Ford decided the book should fol- 
low a linear structure, not unlike a fast-paced race in itself. 

"We decided the format of the book would be if you 
were going to one race, starting at the beginning of the 
race with the captains' meeting, raising the sails, (and then) 
sailing out to the start," Ms. Converse said. 

"Originally the text was written around the photo- 
graphs, but there was a format, so when we picked the 
photographs it was to fit into a storyline," Ms. Ford added. 
"The most fun part of writing the text was doing inter- 
views with various yacht owners and the restorers and 
getting their own personal stories of what they went 
through." 

Among the more fascinating gems recounted in the 
volume is the development of the W Class by a local man 
named Donald Tofias who summered in South Dartmouth, 
MA; and the story of a boat originally commissioned by 
General George Patton, christened When and If to point up 
the famous military leader's questionable future. 

"Some of these boats are really quite famous," Ms. 
Converse noted. 

And unlike the more popular and better-known re- 
gattas throughout New England, there's something to be 
said for a race which limits entrants to those with wooden 
hulls. 

"Originally when the clipper ships were built, they 
were built for speed because it was a matter of who got to 
port the fastest with the goods," Ms. Ford said. "So really 
the whole tradition of yacht racing comes out of the mer- 
cantile/ clipper ship trade. There are other materials now 
which are faster and lighter — but there's something about 
wood that is, in my mind, alive." 

The co-authors will be back in Nantucket for the 30th 
anniversary of the Opera House Cup Race on August 18.
